Thompson was at Austin yesterday with a 
body of men, an ammunition train, and 23 
fiold pieces, endeavoring to find transporta- 
tion across into Arkansas. A cavalry 
force was sent up from Helena, but failed 
to find the rebels, who had fled ia different 
directions into the interior. 

No arrivals from Vicksburg. Some rebel 
batteries erected opposite Gaines’ Landing 
are still obstructing the passage of boats. 
Obstructions will be removed in a few 
days and communication re-established. 

Liverpool, July 19. 

The Paris correspondent of the London 
Herald again asserts th&t the Emperor Na- 
poleon is about to offer the mediation of 
France to America, and says the drift of 
public opinion is in favor of such a course. 
The “Moniteur” publishes an account of 
the battles before Richmond, and say 9 one 
thing 19 certain, the army of the North 
was crushed' in the field by overwhelming 
numbers. It had then to give up foot by 
foot several miles of ground. It has lost 
gums, prisoners, and stores, and for the 
present Richmond is disengaged. 

Geeenville, Mo., July 30. 

VeSlterday Major Lazar, with 120 of the 
12th Missouri regiment, attacked Major 
Terley and Capt. Palsou with 180 rebels 
near Boldinger’s mills, Bollinjer county, 
killing ten, and capturing a lot of horses, 
guns, &c. The brush was so thick it was 
impossible to find all their woundad. The 
rebels wert well mounted and equipped. 
We did not lose a man. 

Wasbixgtos, Va., July 30. 

There is a report here, through contra- 
band sources, to the effect that large bodies 
of rebel troops are crossing the James river 
south. The contrabands say that the rebels 
are evacuating Richmond.

the rebel steamers. On the way up quite 
an unusual number of boats were seen on 
the bay, crossing either way, which Capt. 
German thinks are in the employ of the 
rebels, and is of the opinion as most of our 
gunboats are elsewhere employed that the 
secessionists in lower Maryland and eest- 
tern \ irginia are in constant comtaunioa- 
tion with each other by this means. 

At an early hour this morning a squad 
of cavalry proceeded to the residence of Col. 
T. F. Bowie, near Upper Marlbsro, and 
took him into custody. He wu9 brought to 
tho city yesterday evening, and after being 
taken before the Provost Marshal was sent 
to the old hospital, where he U still con- 
fined. The charge against him is said to 
be that of aiding Federal soldiers to desert. 

Chicago, July 30. 

A special dispatch from Vicksburg, dated 
tbe 23d, says: 

By agreement between Corns. Davis and 
Farragut, in the attempt made yesterday to 
capture the rebel ram Arkansas, the fleet 
from below was to engage the lower bat- 
teries, and the fleet above to engage the 
upper ones — the gunboat Essex and ram 
Queen of the West in the meantime to 
attack the Arkansas and tow her out. 

In consequence of some misundersrand- 
ing only a few shells were- fired from the 
mortars below, which it is known had no 
effect to divert fire from the Essex. This 
vessel attempted to run into the Arkansas 
and jam her against the levee; but the lat- 
ter swung round the Essex and grazed her 
side. As she passed she gave the rebel'craft 
her three eleven-inch bow guns. Find- 
ing herself unsupported she dropped down 
the river. Th« Queen, coming to her aid, 
ran into the Arkansas, making her trem- 
ble from stem to stern. Recovering her- 
self, the Queen ran on again so forcibly as 
to strain her own works badly. Both of 
them returned up the river. During the 
engagement the Essex received several 
shots, aud had one killed and two wound- 
ed. The Queen was also shot through sev- 
eral times. 

New York, July 24. 

The London Times of Friday, publishes 
a third edition containing the following: 

Baltimore , July 3. — A communication 
from Fort Monroe of the 2d states that Ger- 
man and Meade had arrived there wound- 
ed. They state that the divisions of Gens. 
McClellan and Reynolds surrendered to 
the Confederates. Jackson was in toe rear 
of the Federals and Price iu front. 

Gen. Lee refuses to grant any terms of 
capitulation, and demands the uncondi- 
tional surrender of the Federal troops. 

Federal flags have been taken down from 
the uewspuf er offices in Baltimore. 

The above was by the Glasgow, at Cork. 
The arrival of the Arabia, on the 19tb, 
with regular dispatches from New York, 
completely upset this canard, which was 
from unquestionable secession quarters.

The guerrillas captured some prominent 
citizens of Haywood county, on Saturday, 
for selling cotton. One was shot dead 
while attempting to escape. The rest were 
taken to Mississippi. 

Price h&9 got twenty-five cannon across 
the Mississippi near Napoleon, and is en- 
deavoring to cross his whole army. The 
rebels say that Price is to command in Mis- 
souri, Hindman in Arkansas, and Magruder 
to be over both. The Union forces are 
ample to check them. 

Washington, July 30. 

The President to-day commissioned the
